Cave City, Ky., February 11.— | 


Once again, rescue workers expect to | 
reach Floyd Collins within 24 hours. | 
Excavation of the 69-foot shaft 
{9 the cavern’s captive, which is now 
more than two-thirds completed, may 
be finished by Thursday noon, ac- 
cording to the latest estimates. 

More than a week ago, the res- 
ecuers each day believed success a 
matter of only a few hgurs, but their 
hopes now seem to be well founded 
and the digging is progressing at rec- 
ord speed. 

New Opening Probed. 

A new aperture into the under- 
ground region surrounding Collins is 
being probed. This opening was 
found to penetrate for at least 100 
feet and those who went in that far 
found stalactites and cave bats. The 
bats flew further into the unexplored 
gloom, leaving the suggestion that 
the newly found cave might furnish 
another avenue to Collins. A more 
minute examination of the aperture 
was made late Wednesday. | 

Blast May Be Required. | 

Blasting may be required to crack 
the shell of this subterranean air poc- 
ket or tunnel, whichever it may be. 
lt may not lead anywhere except | 
down, but even ‘f it is only a pocket, 
four precious feet will have been add- 
ed to the depth of the rescue shaft.

During its regular session in the 
summer of 1924 the Georgia state 
legislature passed’ resolutions com- 
mending the work of Miss Martha 
Berry for the yeuth of the state, 
through the Berry schools, which she 
founded 25 years ago, a few miles 
north of Rome, Ga. 

In that resolution the legisiuture 
formally dubbed Miss Berry “a dis- 
tinguished citizen of Georgia.” It 
could have with none to challteuge 
the truth of the statement, called her 
“Georgia’s first citizen.” For the 
work this xentlewoman: of northwest 
Georgia has done, and to which she 
has devoted her entire life and per- 
sonal estate, is work that stands 
second to that of no other Georgian 
during the past 50 years. 

Some day, it is to be hoped, the 
story of Miss Berry's life will be prop- 
erly told by a writer with the ability, 
the understanding and the leaven of 
human sympathy so essential for the 
task. In the meantime it should be 
the ambition of all loyal Georgians to 
know this woman and to see the wore

prosecution Wednesday afternoon in- 
troduced records containing a grand 
jury resolution recommending parole 
to the federal parole board. 

Barzhn, immaculately clad, and 
answering every question in well- 
phrased English, Wednesday fold the 
jury trying Sartain, L. J. Fletcher, 
former deputy warden and Lawrence 
Rhiel, of Columbus; Ohio, on charges 
of conspiracy to accept bribes, that 
Rhiel attempted to “sell paroles” to 
Savannah men at the penitentiary. 

Baughn, a former ‘inmate of tbe 
federal penitentiary, sentenced after 
the big “rum ring’ xpose in Savan- 
nah, sat on the witness stand prac 
tically all day and under the most 
withering barrage of questions fired 
at any witness so car in the trial, 
testified that former Warden Sartain 
appointed C. C. Tuten as his chauf- 
feur after receiving a bribe of $5,000, 

Defense Lays Plans. 

When court had adjourned Wednes- 
day afternoon, the third day of the 
trial, United States District Attorney 
Clint W. 
prosecution would not complete inu- 
troduction of testimony until Friday. 
Defense attorneys subsequently an- 
nounced that they already had sum- 
moned 15 witnesses and that others 
might be cited Drdtent :

First Unit of Million- 
Dollar Sum for Berry 
Endowment Practically 
Raised. 


Headed by a $15,000 pledge from 
the Rome Chamber of Comerce, con- 


tributions totaling $17,520 Wednes- 
duy were received in the campaign 
to raise $100,000 in Georgia for the 
Berry schools as the first unit of a 
nation-wide drive for a fund of §$1,- 
000,000, which Adolph S. Ochs, pub- 
lisher of The New York Times, xev- 
eral days ago offered to secure for 
the famous north Georgia institution 
of learning. 

The $15,000 Rome contribution was 
pledged at a called meeting of the 
board of directors of the chamber of 
commerce of that city Wednesday 
afternoon in the form of resoluticns 
pledging the organization body to raise 
$35,000 for the Berry schoois fund of 
$100,000 now being secured in Geor- 
gia by The Constitution. 

The action of the Rome commerce 
organization and of individual con- 
tributions Wednesday bring the tvta) 
subscribed in Geurgia now to 4$57,- 
582, exclusive of the $50,000 offered 
by Asa Candler, Jr., to match the 
$50,000 -being- raized. by .the state. 
In other words, with the Rome pledge 
officially made, it is now only neces- 
sary to secure $12,418 to have the 
entire $100,000 asked by Mr. Ochs 
compietely subscribed. 

2,510 Received Here. 

Subscriptions received in Atlanta 
on Wednesday totaled $2,510, which 
added to the $15,000 Rome fund and 
the $20,072 previously reported, made 
a total of $37,582. 

Harold Hirsch, prominent Atianta 
lawyer, who has already subscrived 
$100 personally to the fund, Wednes- 
day telephoned Robert C. Alston, 
chairman of the board of trustees for 
the Berry schools, pledzing himself 
to secure 12 other subscriptions. A 
dozen prominent business and profes- 
sional men of the city, while for va- 
rions reasons they could not name the 
definite amount they would give, 
stated Wednesday that* they would 
make substantial subscriptions within 


the next few days. 

J. P. Stevens, of the J. P. Stevens 
Engraving company, sent in his check 
for $400 with a note commending the 
work done at Berry, while W. W. 
Banks, executive manager of the 
bank, in sub- 
scribing $500, stated that nothing had 
ziven him greater pleasure in years 
than the opportunity to help in this 
work,

General Isaac Sherwood 
Describes Simple Cere- 
mony Upon Raw, Blus- 
tering March 4, 1865.

Washineton, February 11.—Those 
who remember Abraham Lincoln are 
hardly a handful here in the capital, 
where he lived his critical years, but 
these few old men are recalling the 
dramatic career they witnegsed, ag the 
country observes Lincoln’s birthday. 

The atmosphere of those old days, 
when the capitol was a pint of a build- 
ing and only a mud road led down 
Pennsylvania avenue, was recreated 
by these veterans, as they told of she 
visits of Lincoln to soldiers quartered 
nearby, his second inauguration, the 
assassination, the sadness of the coun.

General Isaac R. Sherwood, of 
Ohio, now closing a long term of 
service in the house, is the only man 
in public life who heard Lincoln's 
second inaugural address, in a cere- 
mony that contrasts strikingly with 
recent inaugurations. General Sher- 
wood described the scene Wu.Jnesday 
as a troop of carpenters outside were 
hammering away on the massive plat- 
form from which the inaugural ad- 
dress of President Coolidge will be 
made, and broadcast by modern magic 
all over the land. 

“Lincoln stood on a small, wood- 
en platform. Before him was a little 
stand with a glass of water on it. 
There were just enough seats for 
members of the house and senate and 
other officials. The crowd—about 
10,000—stood out in front,” Sher: 
wood said. 

Handkerchief Around Neck. 

“A raw March wind was blowing. 

Lincoln had a white handkerchief 


about his neck to protect him from 
the cold. He stood there, tall, and. 


with lines of care about his face. His 
long neck stuck out from his cellar. 
His voice could be heard at the out- 
skirts of the crowd. 

“I can hear him now as he uttered 
the peroration of that address.”

Walker’s Statement. 


Governor Clifford Walker declared 
that he employed the special auditor 
to make the investigation because of 
the limites force of the auditor’s of- 
fice. Following is the statement of 
the governor outlining his position: 

“The legislature -was advised that 
the meager salaries’ and limited num- 
ber of men fixed for the auditing de- 
partment could not secure a force suf- 
ficient to make detail audits of all the 
business of the state and its institu- 
tions. Mr, Slate is doing most con- 
structive work in suggesting economies 
to be practiced, systems of bookkeeping 
to be installed and in_ preparing 
budgets looking to a systematic and 
scientific conduct of the business of 
the state. This is of infinitely more 
importance to the state than the mere 
checking*of accounts and reporting 
findings thereon. 

“Until additional accountants are 
furnished to him, outside assistance 
must be employed to make _ special 
audits. Faced by am emergency which 
demanded a thorough and immediate 
examination of the affairs of the high- 
way board, which could not be delayed 
to await its turn with the audit de- 
partment without calling the auditor 
and his limited force off of equally 
important matters in which they could 
probably render more valuable service, 
members of the highway department 
requested authority to employ the thor- 
oughly competent auditing firm of C. 
R. Dawson to begin at once such an 
examination and this request has been 
granted. A full report when made 
will be given to the public.” 

Walker’s Reasons Discussed. 

Governor Clifford Walker’s reasons 
for declining to call oft State Auditor 
Slate .o make the investigation formed 
the chief topic discussed by officials 
of the highway department and other 
departments at the capitol Wednes- 
day. His appointee, C. R. Dawson, 
has been engaged in making audits 
for the highway department for sev- 
eral years. His firm made the 1922 
audit and the 1923 audit, in both of 
which the department was given clean 
bills, while no audit was made in 
1924, according to information ob- 
tained at the state auditor’s office. 
Mr. Dawson was acceptable to W. R. 
Neel, state highway engineer, who is 
a cousin of Governor Walker, and 
other officials of the highway depart- 
ment. Mr. Neel, the engineer in 
charge of the department, and Mr. 
Dawson, who will conduct the aduit, 
are close friends, living in the same 
apartment house at 859 West Peach- 
tree street. 

Chairman John N. Holder, of the 
state highwav commission, insisted 
Wednesday that the state auditing 
department should have been named 
to make the investigation. He strong- 
ly opposed any investigation made 
by an outside firm of auditors named 
by the governor at the request of a 
majority of the members of the state 
highway board, the outside auditor 
to receive pay for the work from high- 
way funds.

Claiming familiarity with details of 
the existing chargeS against highway 
department officials, Mr. Pace tonight 
said to a newspaper man regarding 
the authority of the state auditor in 
the premises: 

“I can’t understand how there 
could be any controversy as to the right 
and duty of the state audit depart- 
ment to inquire into and thoroughly 
audit the affairs and financial trans- 
nections of the state highway depart- 
ment, or any other state department 
or institution, as the language of the 
act creating the department and de- 
fining the duties of the auditor ex- 
pressly provided that he shall do so. 
Paragraph C of section 4 of the act 
provides that the duties and powers 
of the state auditor shall be as fol- 
lows: 

‘To examine and thoroughly audit 
at least once a year, and more fre- 
quently if possible, each and all of 
‘the books, records, accounts, vouch- 
ers, warrants, bills and all other pa- 
pers and records of each and every 
department, institution, agency, com- 
mission, bureau and offieer of the 
state of Georgia which or who re- 
ceives funds from the etate or which 
is maintained in whole or in part 
by nublic funds or commissions.’ 

“Certainly it will not be said that 
the highway department does not 


every department’ and then, again, 
section 7 of the act provides further: 

“‘lhat all officers, agents, em- 
ployees’ depargments, etc., shall pro- 
duce and turn over to the state au- 
ditor or his assistants, for examina- 
tion and audit whenever demanded hy 
said state auditor, all of their books, 
records, accounts, vouchers, warrants, 
bills and other papers dealing with or 
reflecting upon the financial transac- 
tions and management of such depart- 
ments.’ 

“So far as the legislative intent is 
reflected by my personal efforts in 
writing the bill, there can be no doubt 
as to it being the intention: of the gen- 
eral assembly to include the highway 
department in the departments to be 
audited. One of the arguments I ad- 
vanced for the passage of the bill was 
to eliminate the enormous expense of 
special audits by outside auditing com- 
panies, as shown by a then recent 
audit of the highway department or- 
dered by Governor Hardwick, as ] 
recall, at a cost of over $2,000. 

“From my experience. as a member 
of the general assembly, in dealing 
with the highway department, and as 
a member of the special committee in- 
vestigating its affairs and manage- 
ment two years ago, I have every con- 
fidence that Mr. Holder and Mr. Neel. 
and their associates, will be found 
willing and anxious to give a full 
and complete accounting of their ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the de- 
partment and of the financial man- 
agement of the department.” 

Napier’s Opinion. 

The report that W. T. Anderson, 
member of the state highway board, 
had sought an pinion of the attor- 
ney general as to the authority of 
the board to empioy an auditor other 
than the state auditor to examine the 


jaffairs of the hizgaway department was 


verified by the following opinion ren- 
dered December 15 by Attorney Gen- 
eral George M. Napier, acting on a 
written request from Mr. Anderson: 
‘ “December 15, 1924. 
“Hon. W. T. Anderson, 

Macon, Ga. 
“My Dear Mr: Anderson: 

“Renlying immediately to yours of 
the 12th instant, I beg to say: 

“No request has yet been received 
from the chairman of the highway 
board with reference to the legality 
of baving a particular auditing firm 
to make the audit of which you speak. 

“But the law_ presents some ob- 
stacles to this. The act of 1923 (see 
Georgia laws extraordinary, session 
1923, Sec. 5, p. 11), provides as fol- 
lows: 

Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, ‘That either the governor, the 
state investigating and budget commission, 
the appropraitions committee .f the house 
of representatives or the appropriations 
committee of the senate, shall have the 
right and authority to direct and require 
the state auditor to make a apetial exami- 
nation into and audit of all the books, rec- 
ords, accounts, Youchers, watrants, bills, 
and ether pépers and records, and the fi- 
nancial transaction and management of an) 
department, institution, agency, commission, 
bureau and officer of the state of Georgia 
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| the authorities mentioned as haying. 
the right to direct and require the 
state auditor to make a special exam- 
ination, ete., of any department ... 
of the state of (storgia at any time. 

“Section 7, on the same page of 
this act, requires that all departments, 
etc., are directed and required to con- 
form to and comply with rules, regu- 
lations, etc., promulgated by -the state 
auditor.”

Dismissal of R. B. Jett, superin- 
tendent of the city garage at Hunter 
and King streets, with nine of the 12 
other employees of the garage, which 
was ordered Tuesday afternoon by 
the garage committee of city coun- 
cil, was confirmed by the committee 
Wednesday afternoon after Jett had 
been given a public hearing. 

W. F. Stevens, named Tuesday by 
the committee to fill the vacancy tn- 
til a new superintendent can be elect- 
ed by council next week, will con- 
tinue to serve until that time, and 
will be 
of the old force who were retained 
temporarily, according to decisions of 
the committee following the hearing 
Wednesday. 

The trial was enlivened by verbal 
clashes between Jett and W. A. 
Hansell, chief of construction, which 
almost precipitated a “battle royal.” 
Jett also exchanyed words with Mayor 
Walter A. Sims, who, with Mr. Han- 
sell, acted as witnesses: against him 
at the hearing. 

Discharge of Jett and the other 
nine employees followed a visit Tues- 
day *of Mayor Sims anl Hansell 
to the garage, on which the mayor 
claimed that he found only one of 
the men at work. When he repri- 
manded Jett. it is charged that the 
superintendent, after a bitter argu- 
ment with the mayor, resigned, and 
“laid off’ his entire staff 

Later, according to testimony 
brought out at Wednesday’s hearing, 
he changed his mind about resigning 
and decided to fight the committee's 
action in ousting him. ‘Testimony 
of a number of witnesses Wednesday, 
including several city officials. 
brought out the fact that he had ten- 
dered his resignation. 

At the trial, however, Jett con- 
tended that he never had resigned,

stated that he only wanted a “square 
deal.” He again accused the mayor 
of “cussing me like I was a nigger,” 
and declared that any-charges that 
he or his men loafed on the: job at 
any time “are untrue.’ 

He stated that he discharged his 
men only because he understood that 
Mayor Sims had ordered dismissal of 
all employees of the garage and de- 
nied that he had any intentions of 
resigning at any time. 

Wanted to Explain. 


“Althongh the mayor eussed me out 
and cussed my men, I attempted to 
remain calm and to explain to hin 
where I Sad been earlier in the morn- 
ing and what the men were doing,” 
Jett said. “The more I tried to ex- 
plain, the more the mayor cussed, and 
finally he just walked away. He told 
the committee that I had resigned, 
and the committee discharged me 
without giving me a hearing,”’ 

City Comptroller B. Graham West, 
the next witness, stated that Jett had 
called him Tuesday morning, and 
asked that men be sent to the garage 
to relieve the old foree. He later 
called and demanded his pay for the 
entire month, Mr. West said. The de- 
mand was refused, and 
committee notified. 

Mr. West was followed 
stand by H. B. Lass, a discharged me- 
chanie at the garage. He contended 
that he and W. H. Smith, the omy 
employees of the garage ‘who wre 
there when the mayor entered, both 
were at work. He also denied that he 
had quit until told by Jett that he 
and the rest of the force had been 
dismissed. 

Smith, who Tuesday is said to have 
challenged the mayor to “step out of 
the car,” also claimed that he and 
Lass were at work when the mavor 
and Mr. Hansell entered the garaze. 
He said that the unjust accusation 
that he was not working “made me 
see red and I hardly knew what I 
was saying when I talked to the may- 
or later.”” He said that he did not 
remember swearing at the mayor. 

Mr. Hansell testified that when he 
and the mayor first entered the build- 
ing, after going there to supervise 
installation of a rock crusher near 
the site, several men were standing 
near the door, smoking and _ talking. 
The mayor, he said, asked for Jett, 
and when told that the superintendent 
was out, started from the garage. 


Meets Garage Head. 

However, they met Jett as the !at- 
ter entered the building, Mr. Hansell 
continued, snd Mayor Sims asked the 
superintencent why the men were not 
working and ordered him to put them 
to work or remove them from the pay- 
roll. Jett assented and walked away, 


Mr. Hansell declared. 

“We passed the rear of the garage 
a short time later.” the chief contin- 
ued, “and as we did so several men, 
headed by Mr. Jett and Mr. Smith, 
rushed out, apparently to mob us. 
After some argument. Mr. Jett said 
that he had quit and fired the rest 
of the force. Mayor Sims accepted 
the resignation and we drove off. 

“I was presemt at the garage later 
in the day when Mr. Jett repeated to 
several members of the garage com- 
mittee that he had resigned and I 
certainly heard. him make that state- 
ment several times.” 

Mr. Hansell praised the work of 
both Smith and Jett, stating that thev 
are two of the most efficient and hon- 
est men in the city’s employ. He 
denied that the mayor had sworn at 
any of the men and said that Mayor 
Sims did not even appear angry.

‘The fact that this employ- 
ment comes after two former pri- 
vate audits. of the same depart- 
ment is necessarily an embarrass- 
ment to him, from which he 
is unwittingly a victim. It is the 
wrong—the wholly unjustified 
method of procedure. 

In the fact that any excursion 
from regular and constituted chan- 
nels will only add to public sus- 
picion created by the employee's 
charges, it is unfortunate for the 
State highway department.

THE RECURRENCE OF CHOREA. 
In May a girl eight years old de- 
veloped St. Vitus’ dance (or as it is 
known to physicians, acute infectious 
chorea, Sygenham's chorea, or chorea 
Her mamma writes about it. 
They had the family doctor threaten- 
ing the little girl for about six weeks 
—no, that is wrong; it was treating, 
not threatening. Well, after the doc- 
tor had n treating her for six 
weeks she appeared as cured. In 
December, however, much to her pa- 
rents’ surprise, the child’s condition 
was almost as bad as it had been in 
May. And now, writes the mother: 

“[ have been told these attacks 
will come and go until she becomes 
14 or 15 years of age... .” 

There you are. Old Ben Told al- 
ways on the job. I sometimes suspect 
that this fellow must be related to 
Mrs. Sairey Gamp, or else he is a 
kind of a half brother to Mrs. ‘arris. 
At any rate he certainly gets in some 
wicked work, if we may judge by the 
numerous reports we have received 
from readers. 

St. Vitus’ dance is sometimes called 
minor chorea, to distinguish it, in 
medical discussion, from a kind of 
ehronie chorea, known as Hunting- 
ton’s chorea, which is often inherited. 

Ordinary St. Vitus’ dance is never 
inherited, although the disease is so 
common tn childhood that it is no un- 
usual thing for a child to have it 
whose father or mother had it in 
childhood. Measles or mumps might 
with similur reasoning be considered 
as an inherited afflication. There is 
always a great deal of superstition 
about any disease or disturbance of 
the nervous system. Probably more 
superstitious cruelty is inflicted upon 


ae 


ithe victims of acute infectious chorea 


by ignorant parents and irresponsible 
meddlers than sufferers from any 
other disense have to endure in these 
enlightened days... A shocking amount 
of religioes hocus pocus is perpetrat- 
ed in cases of minor chorea. And 
the fakers who commit these wrongs 
for a cash consideration win consid- 
erable fawwe and even gratitude from 
the uninformed type of parents, be- 
cause of the unholy ways of the dis- 
ease. The duration of chorea minor 
is exceedingly variable and uncertain, 
complete recovery occurring in any- 
where from a few 
months, and when the duration hap- 
pens to be brief, the uneducated super- 
stitious p2rent is prone to accredi 
the “cure’ to whatever charm or 
treatment bas been openly or secretly 
employed. ‘The cruelty of all this is 
that many a victim of minor chorea 
suffers a lifelong injury from down- 
right neglect or from maltreatment 
during the illness which, if rightly 
managed, might have passed without 
leaving any permanent injury or 
handicap. 

Now the mother whose letter I 
have quoted took the right course at 
the beginuing. She sensibly looked 
upon the illness as an_ illness and 
ealled in the doctor. Not just for a 
passing visit, you will notice; the 
docter had the little patient under his 
care for six weeks. The doctor kept 
watch of her heart, for involvement 
of the heart lining and possible valvu- 
lar disease is one of the things to be 
guarded against in the proper treat- 
ment of chorea. ‘There is the same 
tendency as in so-called inflammatory 
rheumatism or rheumatic fever. ‘The 
doctor probably insisted upon certain 
period of physiological rest, threat- 
ened if necessary, to insure obedience 
to his orders about that. And the 
disease ran its course in six weeks. 
That was fine. But now, the mother 
says, it has returned. And here the 
chapter perforce endeth, and the 
story will be continued in a forth-

To 
my great surprise, when Father Hay- 
den came to my room in the hotel, I 
was informed that Willie Haar had 
started some negotiations. The first 
thing Father Hayden told me was 
not to have any dealings with an out- 
sider. He said that he was the only 
one to act officially in this matter and 
any other person was acting without 
official orders. 

It then was explained to me that 
for $1,500 each we could be taken 
care of at the prison, I told Father 
Hayden that I knew nothing about 
this and had no authority to act but 
that I could call Haar at once and 
arrange a conference. This was sat- 
isfactory. Father Hayden said, and 
the conference was called and the 
terms arranged. The witness corrob- 
oro.ed the testimony of Father Hay- 
Zen relative to the arrangement for 
paying $1,500 each for special privi- 
leges. 

On cross-examination, Baughn 
identified an affidavit signed Decem- 
ber 10, 1924, in which he denied that 
he had ever attempted or succeeded 
in bribing Sartan, Fletcher or any 
other prison officials.

THE DENTIST SAYS— 
My dentist is up to a number of 
clever tricks. Some of them are new 
to me, some of them are new to other 


dentists, too, I 
with one or two casuaily about a 
treatment for pyorrhea, and they were 
enthusiastic and said they had never 
tried this special method. 

Pyorrhea is about the most dread- 
ed of mouth diseases. Eventually, the 
teeth drop out, but usually they have 
to be pulled, which isn’t so easy as 
having them drop. And very often 
abscesses and such things form and 
the poison, going through the system, 
causes an amazing variety of diseases, 
anything from deafness or boils to 
rheumatism. Abscesses, of course, 
aren't always due to pyorrhea, they 
come from other causes 2s well. 

Tartar allowed to accumulate and 


“Bet I could cut her out,” I thought, | 


|harden on the teeth, which is what 
‘brings on pyorrhea, gradually eats off 
and may decay the necks of the teeth. 
I This is particularly so around the last 
molars and the wisdom teeth where 
it’s hard to brush. Now, to stop that 
decay for a few months, my dentist 
first cleans off all hardened tartar— 
which he does anyway once every six 
months—then he paints that very bad 
part with nitrate of silver. This treat- 
ment cauterizes the necks of the teeth 
and the gums, it doesn’t hurt, though 
for a day there is a decided metallic 
taste in that part of the mouth. In 
my own particular case, he completely 
stopped what threatened to be bad 
pyorrhea (due to a careless dentist 
whom I went to as a child) by this 
treatment, and by cleaning off of tar- 
tar twice a year. — 

My dentist also says that cleaning 
the teeth crosswise i8 harmful, as 
everyone knows, and that cleaning up 
and down is not sufficient. You must 
have a very short brush with a blob at 
the end, and begin at the gums and 
brush to the surface of the teeth. It 
takes. longer, but this sweep of the 
bristles from gums to top of the teeth, 
takes off soft tartar better than any 
other way; this, too, prevents decay. 


Dancer.—You cannot stop the ten- 
dency to perspiration as it is a natural 
and normal condition. Before going to 
dance, use a powder that is slightly 
astringent; if this does not control the 
condition over the entire evening, you 
‘can heip it by using a little cold wa-

Cotton Belt 


Washington, February 11.—Crop 
and weather conditions in southern 
states for the week ended yesterday 
were summarized by the department 
of agriculture today as follows: 

Censiderable plowing and _ other 
preparations for spring planting were 
accomplished in the southern states, 
although the soil continuel too wet 
for work in parts of the southeast, 
and it remained too dry in much of 
central and west Texas, which hin- 
dered plowing. Corn planting ad- 
vaneed in the Florida peninsula, and 
a little cotton was seeded in southern 
Texas, while the seeding of poiatvues 
and other early spring truck crops 
made favorable progress in the south 
Atlantic and east gulf sections. 

Winter oats did well in the south- 
ern states, except where too dry in 
parts of the southwest and some sced- 
ing of spring oats was accomplished 
as far north as southern Oklahoma at 
about the usual date. 

In Florida citrus trees were putting 
on much new growth and bloom, and 
satsumus were in satisfactory condi- 
tion in the northwestern portion of 
the state. The mild weather caused 
the swelling of early fruit buds ag far 
north as Tennessee and southern Ar- 
kansas with some uneasiness as to 
possible later damage. 

Under the influence of mild weather 
and ample oil moisture, winter truck 
crops mude satisfactory progress in 


gulf districts, and the planting of 
eanly spring truck advanced in coast 


sections, Potatces grew well in 
Florida and some planting was done 
in North Carolina, while cabbage and 
spinach were being harvested in South 
Carolina. Tobacco beds were under 
preparation or being sown in Tennes- 
see, Virginia and the Carolinas. More 
favorable weathér prevailed for the 
handling of the old crop in the Ohio 
valley. Cane did well in Louisiana, 
and maple sugar trees were being 
tapped in Ohio.

New York, February 11.—There has rel- 
dom been a time when the trade generally 
has been so confused and so much at a 
loss What course to follow. The supply of 
cotton is disappearing with great rapidity 
in spite of protests by domestic mills that 
they cannot break even at the present par- 
ity between goods and raw material, Do- 
mestic consumption for January has appar- 
ently been on a very large scale and tak- 
ings by the world as well as exports are 
heavily in excess of last year. Some stan- 
dard lines of goods are dull but others 
such as novelties of various sorts are in 
such demand that it is difficult to supply 
all that is wanted. In the tire industry 
a very active year is expected.

To 
some extent that may prove true and 
should bé allowed for but the general pol- 
icy of mills as a whole has been firmly 
againeat accumulation, making it reasonable 
to infer that the demand for cotton and 
the consumption of the same is on the part 
of those who are finding a market for heir. 
product. The market appears healthy and 
to rest on a sound foundation with the 
probability that as it is wararnted a period 
of improving instead of declining business 
the net tendency will be toward higher 
rather than lower prices regardless of in- 
termediate fluctuations.

between the Italian state and the 
Roman Catholic church, which kas 
existed, despite long-standing efforts 
to effect a settlement, since vatican 
soldiers entered “the papal _ stafe” 
through the Porta Pia on September 
20, 1870, is declared to be more sus- 
ceptible of permanent adjustment now 
than ever before. 

Negotiations looking to an under- 
standing, either in the form of a 
modus vivendi or a concordat were 
begun originally by Premier Crispi, 
chiefly through the Jesuit father, 
Curei, and Monsignor Carini, the lat- 
ter a brother of the Garibaldian gen- 
eral, who was an intimate friend of 
the great premier. These negotia- 
tions, however, failed, Cardinal Ram- 
polla then being papal secretary of 
state. 

The relations between the church 
and state became so acute that a con- 
siderable number of the cardinals 
after the death of Pope Leo XIII 
posed to hold the conclave outside of 
Italy. Premier Crispi conveyed to 
the sacred college the intimation that 
all the cardinals would be treated as 
princes of the blood on their way out 
of Italy, but he would give no guar- 
antee respecting their return. 

This statement was accepted 
meaning that, once out of Italy, the 
new pope would have to find an- 
other city as the seat of the papacy.
